perior to any other Confederate organization. 
Its history has been tiditily a ‘record of suc- 
cess—invariably so when it acted on the 
defensive, It has, stood like a. wall of fire 
between us and the rebel Capital; and to- 
day we are just a@ far from that poiat as 
when, two years ago last week, we fied back 
from. Buil Run. On the Chickahominy, . at 
Fredericksburgh, at Chancellorsville, and 
on scores of minor fields, enough of patriotic 
blood has been sliced to make a river, and yet 
in vain, The same tremendous foe to-day 
confronts us. The most we have done has 
been to check it,—when it, in turn, became the 
invader. By the most desperate fighting we 
succeeded in hurling it back at Antietam’ and 
at Gettysburgh ; but.in neither of these cases 
did we do anything more than beat it back. 
We did not disable it; we did not. even crip- 
ple it. We broke down no part of ite orgin- 
ization. “We did nbt evén deprive'it of any of 
its artillery, or any important portion of itema- 
terial of any kind. Its. only Jose on both ocea- 
sions was a less of strength; and as this was 
repaired after the battie of Antietam by new 
vaecessions, so. the same thing will quickly 
follow upon the butile of Gettysburgh. Other 
armies will be depleted, if seed be, to bring 
up this old giant champion to his old strength. 
We may as well accept it at once as a fixed 
fact, that whatever else has to be sacrificed, 
the rebel Government will keep up its army 
of Virginia to the uimost possible efficiency 
—that it will make that army its forlorn hope, 
as it always has made it ite main bulwark— 
and that on the fate of that army hangs the 
fate of the rebellion. 

The gravest mistake in our military man- 
agement thus far has been, that this rebel 
army of Virginia has been confronted by an 
army of only abont the same magnitude; or, 
at least, of no such preponderance as was ne- 
cessary, considering that the proper rile of 
the laiter, was attack, and that of the 
former only defence.’ An army operating -in 
a hostile country, against an enemy 
having all the facilities of interior 
lines, necessarily labors under great disad- 
vantage; and this can be counterbalanced 
only by a proportionate superiority in numeri- 


cal strength. The Army of the Potomac 
has never had any such superiority. How- 


ever true it may be that its generalship has 
been ofien very faulty, still Yhae main cause of 
its failures has been its insufficiency of force 
for the work in hand. From the outset, the 
true policy has been to approach Richmond 
simultaneously from different directions, so 
as to compel Lz to divide his army, and ex- 
pose each fraction of it to a largely superior 
force, As it is, he has always been able to pit 
his army as a unit against us ; and; with the 
consummate skill with which he has handled 
it, the wander rather is that, on the whole, we 
have. held our Own so well, than that we 
have. not overrun Virginie, as was first an- 
.ticipated,

Last Winter’s campaign culminated in the 

battle of Fredericksburgh, under Buxwstv ; 
the Spring campaign culminated in the batdle 
of Chancelljorsville, under Hooxer ; the Sum- 
mer campaiga appears to have culminated in 
‘the battle of Gettysburgh, under Mzape. The 
army of Lzz has now returned to its sim- 
ple daty of covering Richmond, and standing 
on the defensive until attacked by our troops. 
The fact of Lzx’s retreat indicates hia inabill- 
ty to cope with the Army of the’ Potomac 
when it is properly concentrated and skilifal- 
ly handled. Nothing less than a certain and 
practical knowledge of this would have Jed 
him to abandon the campaign—a campaign 
based on the largest plans, looking to the high- 
est ends, opening with the greatest promise, 
carried on with the most boundless audacity, 
but closing not only with the loss of a battle 
and with a retreat, not merely in confusion to 
his plans and ruin to his prospecte, but with 
the tiasting of al hopes. of success in any 
project of invasion in the future.
